They declared they were made slaves 
and forced to carry .hneavy cargoes on 
their heads over the mountains. Mr. 
-Forbes was asked to.remedy the situ- 
ation. 


Taxed Out of Homes? 


The high taxes are supposed to be 
part of a plot to drive these people 
out of the mountains, as they consti- 
tute a difficult problem for the Fili- 
pinos. 

In one place the party found a well 
cultivated rice field almost ready for 
harvest where the natives

a 1850 the policy of leasing 
school lands on a basis of re- 
valuation every five years was 
adopted by the city council. In 
1867 The Tribune acquired the 
lease to lots 12, 13, and 14, Block 
142. The property was reap- 
praised and the rent raised in 1870, 
1875, 1880, 1885, and 1890. At this 
time. the owners of The Tribune 
began negotiating for the purchase 
of property where the Mar- 
quette Building now stands, with 
the intention of erecting there an 
adequate modern building. 


The Tribune Building at Madison 


and Dearborn streets was terribly 
dilapidated, but it was out of the 
question to put money into a new 
building when at the end of any 
five-year period the school board 


might raise the rent to a degree 
that would make the cost of occu- 


pying the property prohibitive. 
Covered with Shacks. 


All school property had until then” 


been le subject to revaluation, 
and as a result all school property 
was in the same condition—cov- 
ered with disgraceful shacks. In 
1895 there was not a single fige- 
proof building in the block bound- 
ed by Madison, Dearborn, State 
and Slaten. The situation was in- 
vestigated by a school board com- 
mittee which found that the policy 
of the past 45 years had been 
wrong, that the increased rents ob- 
tainable by revaluations every five

Charges Disproved. 


Much has been made of the fact 
that at the time the first of these 
three leases was executed A, S. 
Trude, who had acted as attorney 
for The Tribune in a number of 
libel suits, was a member of the 
school board. Critics’ pass over 
the fact that the lease was author- 
ized by the board by a vote of 17 
to 2, and that Mr. Trude asked to 
be allowed not to vote, but was 


forced by the board td do so, 
Judge Charles M. Walker, consid- 
ering this point when The Tribune 
lease was attacked in court, ruled: 


“Upon the evidence, therefore, 
the court must hold that the 
charges of domination and un- 
due are not only un- 
proved but disproved.” 


Following the making of this first 
lease the matter was brought into

Courts Hold Leases Valid. 


In 1907, as the culmination of po- 
litical differences between Mayor 
Dunne and The Tribune, the 
school board brought suit to have 
The case was 
heard by Master in Chancery Ros- 
well E. Mason, who made a report 
on March 5, 1910, sustaining every 
centention of The Tribune, affiirm- 
ing the validity of the leases. 


The school ‘board filed exceptions 
to the report of the Master in 
Chancery. All points were fully 
argued and the evidence reviewed 
before the late Judge Charles M. 
Walker. On July 13, 1910, he 
handed down a decision vigorous- 
ly upholding every finding of the 
Master. He stated emphatically 
that the lease was a beneficial one 
from the standpoint of the school 
children, and that it was not taint- 
ed with fraud. 


The school board then carried the 
case to the Supreme Court, which 
fully aanel Judge Walker and 
Master in Chancery Mason in a 
lengthy decision rendered on De- 
cember 21, 1910, and printed in 
ao 248 Illinois Reports, at Page 


Justice Cartwright, who delivered 

the decision, said in closing: 
“The charges of fraud and un- 
‘fair dealing are without any 
basis in the evidence and we 
do not see how the chancellor 
@ould have reached any differ- 
ent conclusion. The charges 
of the biJl not having been 
sustained by the proof, the 
chancellor did right in dismiss- 
ing it.” 


Tribune’s Case Clean.

Large sums are constantly spent 
for maintenance. New electric 
wiring was recently put ip, new 
marble, new elevators—the last 
named at an expense in excess of 
$100,000. 


Rent 27% Above Average. 


Mayor Thompson also ignores the 
fact that taxes on improvements 
must be considered as well as rent- 
als in determining how much rev- 


enue the public is receiving from 


school lands. 


In order to make a proper com- 
parison of Tribune rental with 
other rentals in this block the com- 
bined rent and improvement tax 
from 1905 to 1914 was tabulated 
for each of the sixteen properties. 
This showed the average payment 

er square foot per year to be 

50, while that of The Tribune 
was $4.85. The Stdte street proper- 
ties, of course, produced the high- 
est return and raised the average.

DRYS 
ASSEMBLY FIGHT 
WEDNESDAY 


~ Is Moot Question. 


BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) | 

Springfield, Ill., June 4.—[Special.] 
—The Anti-Saloon league will make its 
supreme effort Tuesday or Wednesday 
to pass the bone dry state prohibition 
bill throu the house. The bill has 
passed the senate. Dry leaders are 
confident: that they have the 77 votes 
necessary for house enactment, but 
admit that the siénder margin may 
be dissipated by a row over enforce- 
ment methods, 

The plan of the anti-saloon league is 
to play safe between the state admin- 
istration drys and those who. are 
friendly to Attorney General Brundage. 
The state ad istration crowd is de- 
termined to place the entire machinery 
for enforcement in the hands of a pro- 
hibition commissioner who would be 
appeinted through Gov. Smail. 

Why Change It?— Brundage. 

The Brundage drys see no reason 
for changing the present system 
whereby the attorney general's office 
is the responsible authority. The lat- 
ter claim moreover, under the Fergus 
decision, that the attorney general's 


Office is the only one that has the 
authority. 
Considerable discussion has been 


cause over the issue of whether 
private homes can be invaded by the 
enforcemeny officials under the pend- 
ing dry measure. The following is 
the section that covers this phase of 
the question: + 

“Section 40. After the going into 
effect of this act, the possession of 
liquors by any pefson not legally per- 
mitted under this act to possess liquor 
shall be prima facie evidence that 
such liquor js kept for the purpose of 
being sold, bartered, exchanged, given 
away, furnislitd, or otherwise disposed 
mt violation of the provisions of this 


How You May Keep It. — 

“It shall not be unlawful to possess 
liquors in one’s private dwelling while 
the same is occupied and used by him 
as his dwelling only, provided such 
liquors were lawfully acquired and 
are for use only for the personal con- 
sulfiption of the owner thereof and his 
family residing in such 4welling and 
of his bona fide guests when enter- 
tained by him therein; and the burden 
of proof shall be upon the possessor 
in any action concerning the same to 
proye that such liquor was lawfully 
acquired, pOssessed, and used.” 

The foregoing, the drys insist, re- 
moves much of the criticism that has 
been directed at the bill. They claim 
that the sections’ that relate to search 
warrants and the issuance thereof pro- 
tect genuine homes and that the search 
and sejzure requirements run only to 
such establishments as are believed 
by the enforcement officials to be at- 
tempting to sell liquor in violation of 
the law.

RADIUM SLEUTH 
TRAILS FUGITIVE 
TUBE WITH ACID 


| New York, June 4,—{§Special.]— 
Stripping the bandages from one of his 
patients, Dr. W. F. Faison of Jersey 
City extracted one radium tube. He 
threw the bandages into the waste 
basket and called it a day. 

Twelve hours mter Dr. Faison re- 
called that there had been two tubes 
in the bandages, each val at $6,000. 

Meanwhile, the contents of the waste 
basket had been thrust into the fur- 
nace ‘and a fire lighted. Dr. Faison 
notified the radium information service. 
Then the radium luminous material 
corporation sent one of its experts on 
@ mission of radium detection. 

After dark, the expert and Dr. Fat 
Jon went to the furnace. Coals and 
ashes were sprinkled over the floor. 
The expert removed the unburned 
coals until the cellar floof, was spreao 
one inch thick with a sprinkling of 
ashes. 

What followed was described by 


Dr. Faison as a.“ pretty demonstra- 


tion.” It is known that zinc sulphide 
becomes phosphorescent in contact 
with radium and shows a vivid glow. 
The expert covered the windows of 
the cellar until all was pitch dark. 
Then he sprinkled the ashes slowly 
with the sulphide, inch by inch. Soon 
the watchers saw a dull light gleam 
from among the ashes. And there was 
the missing radium tube.

The 
cost of coal especially is artificially high. It is as 
easily available as before the war. Steel can come 
down with coal, with the reduction of wages re- 
cently put into effect, and with the proposed cut 
in freight ‘rates. With coal, steel, and wages all 
down the roads can accept a cut in rates without 
facing bankruptcy and with a probability that the 
volume of their, business will improve with at- 
tendant improvement all along the line. 

The problem is broad and difficult. It must be 
worked out on broad lines. The present retrench- 
ments which are allowing rights of way and roll- 
ing stock to deteriorate are not economy, but waste. 
A cut in wages is not enough. To be effective it 
must be attended by a general reduction in the | 
cost of maintenance and operation. 

If the government can promote such a policy 
and put it into effect it may reasonably hope for 
a stimulation of business which will reward the 
roads, the steel mills, the coal mines, the railway 
employés, and the general producing and consum- 
ing public alike.

VERSATILE MME. CURIE. 
ME. CURIE can make patriot 
claims on several racial and re- 
ligious groups. She was born in 


Warsaw, Nov. 7, 1867. That she - 


is loyal to Poland is proved by the name 
~—Polonium—given to the first element 
she discovered. Her father was John 
Sklodowska, professor of physics at the 
University of Warsaw. In 1867 the Uni- 
versity of Warsaw probably Bhared in 
the general poverty of Poland, but Jq@n 
Sklodowska gave the world a daughter 
with an inspiration for discovery. That 
was more of a contribution than some 
men working in the best equipped labo- 
ratories have been ablé to make. 
mother was Swedish. 

“Mme. Curie came to France, married 
a Frenchman, and became affiliated with 
the Sorbonne. While her husband was 
a Arenchman, there are those who say 
the name Curie is Scotch, and the tribe 
must have come from the racial stock 
which populates much of Scotland and 
Ireland. me. Curie’s father was a 
Jew, but she and her family gererally 
are Roman Catholics. 

Her discovery made a market for 
Bohemian waste product. It made f 
waste region of southwestern Colorado 
& mecca fomermining prospectors and 
placed the United States easily first as 
& producer of the world’s highest priced 
mineral. 

Her research work was all done jn 
the lahoratories of the Sorbonne, where 
she assisted her husband until he died, 
in 1996, and where since that date she 
has presided as professor. 

Thus we say that many of the world's 
great groups have some right to claim 
Mme. Curie. Let us compromise by 
being chauvinistic as against the in- 
habitants of Mars. She belongs to our 
earth, and the inhabitants ef Mars have 
no scientist to match her, | 


In 1895 Roentgen discovered the Roent-. 
gen or X-rays. In 1896 Becqueral discov- 
ered that a mineral element, uranium, 
gave off rays similar to the Roentgen 
rays, and with these he succeeded in 
taking a picture. Becqueral carried a 
small tube of uranium around in his vest 
pocket for a while. He noticed that the 
skin of his abdomen near where the 
uranium vial lay developed a burn. ‘This 
accidentally produced. Becqueral burn 
Was the beginning of the science and art 
of radio-therapy. 

At the time the Roentgen rays were 
discovered the Curies, husband and wife, 
were among the world’s greatest physi- 
cists. While the husband was the pro- 
fessor, the wife had the instinct for ad- 
venture, and she it was who made the 
epoch-making discoveries. 

One of thesé was Polonium. Another 
Was radium, discovered by Mme. Curie 
and given that name because it radiated 
rays far more rapidly and powerfully 
than did uranium or any other known 
element. 

Radium was discovered in 1898. These 
findings laid the foundation for the dis- 
covery by ther scientists of actinium, 
ionium, and thorium. After the effect 
of rays on human tissue was discovered 
by Becqueral in 1991 Mme. Curie turned 
a part of her attention to the study of 
radium in relation to certain diseases. It 
is remarkable that two French scien- 
tists, neither of them a physician, Pas- 
teur and Mme. Curie, have contributed 
so signally to the advance of the science 
of medicine. ~

This Small Dining Room Seems to 
Increase

EXNSE of space in a small dining 
room is about the most difficult 
thing in the world of attainment. 
In other rooms a feeling of spa- 
clousness is achieved by clearing the 
central portion of the room—but here 
the central portion is the part that is 
solidly incumbered by the heaviest 
piece of all the furniture. In the av- 
| erage household, whose members num- 
ber more than two,.there seems to be 
but little use in struggling against this 
practical arrangement. 

All right, then, leave the table in 
the middle of the small dining room 
and let us see by what means other 
than furniture placing we can seeming- 
ly increase the size of the room. We 
must study all the component parts— 
the walis, draperies, lighting effects, 
colors, floor covering, pictorial wall dec- 
orations; in fact, every detail that goes 
to make up a perfectly composed room. 
To begin with the walls, choose col- 
ors that recede. That is, any cool 
tone.
